t Tho council has decided that out

Mr. Dewart made a hot attack upon 
the Hearst government and charged 
the government with having attempt- 
ed to bribe the Jews of his riding with

ried the federal government would 
issue the necessary proclamation to 
make it effective. 


The Objection. 


Objection by the Ontario support- 
ers to this proposal, it is understood, 
(s based upon the claim that it will 
throw difficulties in the way of Pre- 
mier Hearst in connection with the 
provincial election contest now in pro- 
gress and have a bad effect on the re- 
ferendum campagn. One member who 
is opposed to the legislation said to- 
night that his opposition was based 
upon the belief that ‘Mr. Doherty's 
; bin would hold up to the people of 
Ontario the spectre of bone-dry pro- 
|hfbition and would cause many to 
waver in their support of the Ontario 
Temperance act. 

Other members are disposed to 
think that with the proclamation of 
peace which will render non-effective 
the war time orderg-in-council, the 
temperance situation should de al- 
lowed to revert to the conditions which 
prevailed before these orders came 
into effect.

SIX-CENT FARES 
TO BE EFFECTIVE 
IMMEDIATELY 


Winnipeg Will Now Have In- 
creased Street Railway 
Fares 


WINNIPEG, Oct. 8.—The city failed 
in its plea for the continuation of the 
injunction against increased street car 
fares and consequently the six cent 
fare rate goes into effect immediately. 
The public utilities commissioner al- 
lowed the higher fare on Friday. Sat- 
urday a temporary injunction was is- 
sued restraining the company from 
charging more than five cents for a 
single ticket but today the company 
won the case when argument was 
made by the city for a continuation of 
the injunction. 

A local paper says that the whole 
street car problem will be solved by 
the city purchasing the system. It 
asserts that a group of aldermen are 
seriously considering either making 
an offer to the compary for Its plant 
and equipment, or asking the com- 
pany to set the lowest price at which 
it would dispose of its railway hold- 
ings inside the city limits, 

Althoug the reported discussion 
has not gone so far as to lay out defi- 
nite terms, it is rumored that $5,000,- 
000 has been suggested as the price 
that the city would be willing to pay.

Adding to what he 
had already stated as to public mis- 
conception of the fruit business, Mr. 
MackKelv.e said that when there was 
any trouble about prices, the whole- 
sale fruit and produce Dusiness was 
aiways attacked. Yet a straight whole- 
wale fruit and produce 
not pay in the city at the present time. 
It was only ‘by adding side lines such 
as biscuit and candy, that the busi- 
ness Was made paying If they made

Mr. MackKelvie that they had 
recently added cigarettes, biscuits and 
candy to their stock.
